Eeport That He Will Withdraw 
To Be Siicceedeil by Lord 
Rosebery. 

London, Feb, 27ch.— Inquiries made by 
repreaentatives of the United Press tend to 
confirm the report that Mr. Gladstone's 

reaignation Is inevitablo within a fow weeltB. 
Sinco Mr, Gladstone's return frotn Biarritz, 
tho cataract which haa boon formori in his 
eye haa ripened fast, and Doctors Bond 
Grainger and other physioians whom 
ho has- consulted consider 
operation advisable. Tbe treatment will 
noooaaarily involve seoluaion in a darkened 
room for a long time, probably threo montha, 
with a oomplote cessation of all work at- 
tended by brain strain, or worry. Mr, 
Gladstone's colleagues wish him to postpone 
his reaignation of the Premiership until tho 
latest possible moment and to retain a sine- 
cure seat in the cabinet ; suoh aa by taking 



FINANCIAL AND COJIIIEIICIAL. 

Consklonible Interest In the Railway Gronp— 
The Industrials (Jonerally Stroni;— St. 
Paul Very Active. 

New YoRrc, Fob. 27.— Speculative inter- 
est haa shifted to a groat extent from the 
railway list, although the Industrials were 
not neglected any means. St. Fanl, 
which was taken In hand by well-known 
operators, was advanced from 57i to 59J, 
and tho stock figured for 42,160 aharea out 
of u grand total of 147,521 shares. In 
aomo quarters tlioto was a disposition to 
attribute the rise in the railway group to 
tho deoision in the oaso brought against 
Freight Agent Jamea, of the Lake Shore, 
for violating the later Stato Commerce law. 
A cursory glauoo shows that tho court has 
simply ailirmod a woU-known principle of 
law that a witness has tho right to refuse to 
anawor incriminating r|uostions. Most

The Liberals are divided in opinion as to

temporary or permanent. Mr. Gladstone 
hiiriaolf freely tolls his friends that his 
hearing is going with his eyesight. His 
health othorwiso, howover, is still vigorous. 
His voice in last night's debate id tho House 
of Commons was full and clear, and his 
bearing was upright and Grm. Tho Radicals, 
who bolieve him an obstacle to the reform 
oi the Uouae of Lords, hold that Mr. Glad- 
stuno'a withdrawol from tho ministry, in a 
few days, will be final. The story is, liovv- 
ever, ollicially denied. Mr. Gladetone'a fol- 
lowers, the Tory prcas uaaort, h^ve become 
agitated almost to the verge of a panic by 
tho atatomenta of hia iuteiulnd reaignation. 
Though thore are still many doubters, the 
reports of hia immediate withdrawal from 
oflico find moat orcdoDoo among his aup- 
portcre. 

In to-day's Sun T. P, O'Connor, M.P., 
says: "A competent authority gives it that 
hia eyesight is tho actual reason for his re- 
aignation, but tho situation is further aggra- 
vated by tho position of a certain member of 
tho cabinet with reference to tho naval pro- 
gramme. Nobody has the least idea of 
what a day may bring forth, though my 
own opinion is that Mr. Glodatono will re- 
fuao to resign." 

Tho Edinburgh Evening News, in com- 
menting upon tho report that Mr. Glad- 
stono has resigned and that ho will recom- 
mend Lord Rosebery as his successor, 
recalls a speech made by Mr. Gladstone at 
Manchester, in June, 1886, in nhioh ho 
said : " Lord Rosebery is a man of whom 
you wilL-oear more than you have yet beard. 
In him the Liberal pirty see a man of the 
future." The same jonrnal adds ; "As Lord 
Rosebery^ has been for many years an advo- 
cate of Sndibg, under the guiae nf mending, 
tho Houao of Lords, even tho Radical in- 
corrupliblca ought to give him their loyal 
support. Liberols generally must aak 
whether under Lord Rosebery or Sir Wil- 
liam Hurconrt the party could go boforo tho 
country with a chance of auccess. There 
can hardly be two opiniona. Lord Rooobory 
is tho man." 

Tho Daily Graphic, this morning, aays 
that it huB received information tliat the 
situaiion, aa far as Mr. Gladafcono is con- 
cerned, remains exactly tho same aa it was 
when Sir Algernon West sent out 
hia atateiiient from Biarritz on Janu- 
ary .'11. Apart from tho contingencies 
mentioned in that statement, tlio CJraphic 
adds, .Mr. (ilixlslono intenda to remain at 
the head of tho Govornmi-nt and to continue 
to lead hia piirty in tho House of Commons 
during the coining session. 

The Standard (Conaervativc) says there is 
uo doubt that tho retirement of Mr. Glad- 
atom: ciunot be long delayed, and in a 
kindly way it refers to tho pcrponal aspect 
of tho event. It would bo deplor- 
able, it aays, if any one in the 
Opposition should view bis retirement with 
indifference. Tho Standard predicts that 
his witlidrawal will lead to the disrnptiou 
of tho Liberal party. 

The Daily Chrouicio aays: "Tho situa- 
tion has undergone u rapid change in a few 
days. Tho situation that was enunoiated in 
tho Biarritz dispatch no longer exists. The 
retirement of Mr. Gladstone is a matter of 
tho near futuro. The man whom the Lib- 
eral party would summon to its headship 
with propondcrutiag preference ia Lord Rose- 
bery. Mr. L vbouohere is tbe centre of the 
oppuaition to his oandidatnre mainly be* 
oauao lie is a peer. The Irish would bs in- 
clined to support either Lord Rosebery or 
Lord Spenoor, but would certainly claim 
pledges regarding Homo Rule from any suo- 
ocaaor to Mr. Gladstone before giving him 
their voles. 

Tho Times regards tho ofTiciul denial of 
tho reports of Mr. Gladstone's resignation us 
equivalent to a decision to poatpone what 
haa virtually been determined upon. It 
dilates upon the auppoeed divergence of 
opinion in tho cabinet, especially ii; 
regard to many expenditures, and e.vpreseca 
the rpinion that after Mr. Gladstone's re- 
tirement nobody will bo able to hold to- 
gothcr tlio diverao olcmonta composing tho 
prcheut majority in tho Houflo of Com- 
mons, Lord Koaebery'd leadership, tho 
Tiniea adda, would doubtlcuj bo more 
acceptable to tho country than tho IcAder- 
ahip of any other Liberal; but he would bo 
incessantly argued against by tho Raiiicala, 
who would probably receive tho support of 
tho Irish.

Yes- 
terday the Fenians placarded tho city with 
green postera, headed in largo typo 
with tho word "Amnesty." The 
placards declare that Daly and other 
Iriah niartyra are dying by inches in Eng- 
lish priaoua, while Mr. Morlcy'a promiao to 
release tho political priaoners ia still unful- 
filled. Continuinc, the placard soya : 
"Franco and tho United States have grant- 
ed amnesty to their political prisoners. 
Shall Englond bo the only nation in tho 
world to refuse? Speak, John Morley, 
Ireland demands an answer. God save 
Ireland." 

'Duiiu.v, Feb. 27.— Tho Dublin branch of 
tho Irish National League held a special 
session last night, at which the following 
resolution was passed: "Wo avail our- 
selves of the presence of Mr. Morley to 
point out that he and the Govemmeiit have 
failed to keep the promises madeto Ireland."

RELIGIOUS INSTRUCTION IN OUR 
PUBLIC SCHOOLS. - 

To THE Editor: — Your oorrospondcut, 
"Anti-Retrogression," hua struck tho root 
of tho matter when ho reminds ua that tho 
Province hua declared emphatically against 
scctarianisin in our public schools. "Anti- 
Rotrogreasion" might liavc gone further into 
detail and recalled to our minds tlio Oerco 
und prolonged sttugglea for civil and reli- 
gious liberty which have marked this and 
preceding centuries. It is only a few years 
ago that it was practically impossible for a 
noted scientist or cultured college graduate 
to bo a professor, lecturer or head iimater of 
a college or acliool unless ho had previously 
Bworn conformity to aoino established reli- 
gion und had "taken orders" and wua en- 
titled to bo called "hia rovorencc." For- 
tunately we arc now able to aoleot religious, 
upright and brainy men and women as 
teaohera to our youth, irrespective of their 
viowa on pro iostination, baptismal regen- 
eration, otorual punishment, original sin, 
etc. Wo do not enquire whether they bo 
Protestant or Catholic, Jew or Gentile — so 
long as they havo capacity, zoal, integrity 
and good character. 

Religious teaching in tho public schools 
was strongly urged by denoniinationalista 
who dearly love to control the education of 
tho young, but the sturdy good sense of tho 
age baa decided otherwise. 

We note, however, that three of tho 
Board oi Public School Bxamlnera are clergy- 
men, two Epiacopal and one Presbyterian. 
We may expeot the clergy of other denom- 
inations to claim aeata at the board. It has 
boon demonatrated that religious teaching 
or instruction in public achoola ia impossi- 
ble. Tho Ualvinist, the Independent, tho 
Catholic, tho Jovv, tho Anglican, etc., etc., 
ci\nnot agree even on the interprototion or 
explanation to be givou on tho simplest pas- 
sage of Scripture. Seeing that teaching ia 
thus out of the ijuestion, our friends return 
to the attack on unsectarian schools by cry- 
ing, "crimo ia increasing," (although "lead- 
ing minds" tell us that, unquestionably, ser- 
ious crimo ia decreasing, and that thia ago 
compares moat favorably with ita predeccs- 
Bors) in certain isolated casca where "convic- 
tions" have apparently increased, thie being 
duo to policn and legal reforms reaching 
oriminala who formerly escaped punishment. 

Tho advocates of religious instruction 
now say, " at any rote lot ua havo some 
aimplo passages of tho Bible read and also a 
abort petition to tho Deity recited." 

When your correspondent "Spectator" 
bravely atated that the " leading minds " of 
Australia attribute the " great increase (?) 
in crime and the lowering of morality " in 
that country to the absence of religion in 
their public sohoola, what a pity he did not 
complete his argument and oompare the iu' 
ilaence of the publio schools there and in 
British Columbia ? I will tell you, air, why 
he stopped short. He found himself con- 
fronted with this d!ffiauIty,Britisb Columbia 
la law-abiding and moral to a remarkable 
degree for a country covering such a vast 
tract of land with its groat facilities for 
would-bo criminals to cross the borders or 
secrete themselves in tho rooky faatuesaea of 
the Province ; and, hero ia tho point, British 
Columbia is law-chidinij in apite of her hav- 
ing no reliijiom education in her public 
schools! riiua, of course, "Spectator" 
ronlil not continue to a comparison between 
Australia and British Columbia (always 
supposing Ilia atatomonta regarding Austra- 
lia are correct, for Mr. " Spectator " does 
not oondoECond to an appeal to proofs). 

The large majirity do not desire to havo 
their children taught religion by niombera 
of tho Canadian CInirch Union or any oim- 
ilar Bociotiey, and doubtless our ritualistic 
friends would not relish a Caivinist or lude- 
pondi nt teaching their children. 

Then ariaca this moat diflioult (juoation, 
who ivro to aolect aimplo paasages from scrip- 
ture? oven supposing It were possible, 
which it ia not, to find euoh passages not 
requiring explanation. Will tho Anglican 
or the Unitarian do so? or are the Metho- 
dist, Presbyterian, Catholic, Jewish, Angli- 
can, Baptist, Chrlstadelphlan, Close Breth- 
ren, Swedonborgians, Unitarian, &a., &c , 
donomiimtiona each to select his favorite 
portlona of acripturo (and theee nmy ho 
proLty surely selected with a view lo provo 
their own particular ohurch'a views), und 
aro all thoso to be mixed up and arranged 
(without any explanation being permitted) 
before tho immature lirain of u child, shall 
wo say, of ton yoara old? I fear tho retult 
would be confusion worse confoundtd. 

Tho aamo difliculty of solection but in a 
more mat kod degree would ariso in tho 
case of tho prayer, for while all Christians 
accept liiblical tjaohing, very many aro 
un'-agonistic to liturgies or sot prayers. 

Ilenco thouyhtful Christian and other 
people havo (in iiiuny oaoea reluctantly) de- 
cided that Ic'HH evil and sectarian hatred is 
likely to fellow tho total absence of religious 
tottching in public sohoola, than good might 
follow an imporfeot, unsatisfactory attempt 
at religious union whoro there is no real 
unity of thought and purpose. They prefer 
to retain tho religious instruction under 
thoir iron control, at homo, and in tho Sun- 
day school of their individual choice. 

Eatablisbment by law of religion, with 
its acoompanyiug disjibilitios and intoler- 
ances has seen its best days; it ia contrary 
to tho spirit of fairmindednesa and self ro- 
llanoo, which is a diatioguiahing feature of 
those timea. Canada has no eatabliahed " 
roligioo; its oitizena, from the Governor- 
General down to the poorest in the land, aro 
ulike freo to. exercise their l{berty oi oonsoi- 
onoej there is no "conformity" in the land.

China's "World's Fair Exhibit Home- 
ward Bound—'] Ue " Oscar aud 
Hattie" iu Japan. 

Five largo aiiiling vcsaola are now in port, 
tho fifth, tho Britieh ship Ainadalo, liavinR 
joined tlie fleet yesterday, Riving her amenta, 
B. F. Rithet & Co., Ltd. i somewhat of a sur- 
prise by her prompt arrival. The ship is 
only out 141 daya from Liverpool, which 
when compared with tho long pasango tho 
German hark Guttenburg is making on the 
same voyage, oausea a littlo wonder. Tho 
Guttenburg, however, waa spoken by the 
Ainadalo about fifty miles oil" Cape Flattery, 
80 that tho former's appearance in port may 
be expected to-day. Some bid weather was 
experienced by the Ainsdale off Capes Horn 
and Flattery but tho ship stood it all well, 
tho only incident on tho voyage to bo ro- 
grottod being tho accident which befel tho 
mate off tho Horn, A heavy aoa which 
croBsod the voeaol'a deck struck him causir g 
the breaking of his leg. The Ainad..lu 
which has a largo general cargo for Viotoi iu 
was picked up on entering the atraita liy 
the Port Townaend tug Pioneer and towod 
into Esquimau, where alio will probably 
diachargo u quantity of naval atorea she baa 
on board belore coming around to tho inner 
harbor. 

TJJE "wkestler's" condition. 
Yestierdtky's blow wrought moro damage 
to the barkentine Wrestler, hue the extent 
of injury done le not known. Tho survey- 
era who held an examination Monday after- 
noon, found her bottom to be badly damag- 
ed, bat not beyond refiairing, and sufBoient- 
!y stout to warrant the work of liberating 
the vessel from the rooks. Until advices 
come from the owners in San Francisco, 
however, she will not be stirred, nor will 
any attempt be made to remove her. Hon, 
L, \V. Myers who, as Amerioin consul hero, 
has conaiderablo to do with the vessel at 
present, aaid yesterday that the underwrit- 
ers had paid about $3,000 insurance on tho 
craft, which is all that ia duo on her. There 
are twelve or more owners, only a few of 
whom had their iutereata ineurod. Aa nearly 
all the twelve are in San Franciaco, tho 
captain of tho veasol, who ia also a part 
owner, ia now eagerly awaiting advices 
from them. All tho olaima against her do 
not amount to over $100, and, e/en should it 
take $3,000 or more to repair her, aha would 
then be worth a good ronnd sum. 

ON THE OnrWABD PASSAGES. 
Mr. H. B! ConnOD, tlie agent hero of the 
Northern Paoifio steamship company, ex- 
pects the pioneer ship of the line, the Vio- 
torta, to arrive from Taooma at abont noon 
to-day. Taooma's contribution to the Vio- 
toria's outward cargo on this trip consists of 
90,000 aacka of flour, 1,300 cases of con- 
donsed milk, and four oars of curios, which 
comprised part ot the Chincae national ex- 
hibit at the World's fair. Aaimilarehipmentof 
curios went to China on the Mogul recently. 
It ia reported that .'iOO cigars were seized on 
tho Victoria at Seattle. They were found 
in the engiue room. No one olaimed them 
and the American cuatoma officera concluded 
that they belonged to their government. 
The Victoria will probably sail thia even- 
ing. She baa some lumber to take on

WOiVlAN'S WORLD IN PARAGRAPHS. 

ISltTrue Tluit IMothers .Vro Cormiitcrs of 
I'ubllc Morals? i 

An English woman, Mrs. Cracknn- 
thorpo, makes some rousing charges 

agiiir.st the mothers of todny, espcci.^l- 
ly motbei-.s in tho circles of f.nshioimblo 
society. She decl.iros thnt their tyran- 
ny in keeping their yonng Indy claugh- 
ters down iu the old couvontionnl ruts 
of two centuries ago, when all the rest 
of tho world except women have long 
fot out of thorn, is not to bo borne any 
(ongor. She outers a plea for tho iiidi- 
vidnality of the daughter, for her right 
to tako her own head for things ami do- 
relop her mind as it wnnts to go — not 
to do aiiytbiiig morally wrong, but just 
to lend her own lifo intellectually, in- 
dustrially or professionally without be- 
ing weighted down hy Mrs. Qrandy. 
Tho old assumption that a girl will nec- 
essarily go wrong if allowed her own 
way in a cruel superstition. Sho should 
bo instructed in all the dangers that lio 
before her and then allowed her free- 
dom, as her brother is allowed his. 
WhatCA-or sho docs, it is certain thnt 
Bbo will make a better use of that frec- 
doi'.i than tho average boy does. Tho 
coi; ventionality which has shaped every 
1.,'n! for only one calling — marriage — is 
Instrument of tortuioas cruel as any 
that ever crushed heretics in the days 
of tho old Inquisition. Mrs. Cracltan- 
tborpo says that to tho young girl mar- 
riage is still ii sacrament; to her mother 
it is a cotnmorcial transaction. Tho 
mother is anxious only for one thing — 
to marry the girl to somebody who will 
support her and keep her from causing 
tionblo or talk. In too iiituiy cases the 
man is acceptable in the face of a notnri- 
ons past. The mother forces him ui)on 
her daughter rcgardleRS of his morals 
or habits of disHii)ation. She shoves tho 
girl off upon him with imlecent haste 
and after tho child is saciifii'od cnn- 
gratulatcs herself that tin- victim lias 
'•married well." Sho puisius like a 
hawk tho marriageable m;in ami hurls 
her daughter at bis head. This anxiety 
of mothers to throw away their pure, 
sweet girls upon rakes and libertines 
has lowered tho whole tone of society 
and allowed tho libertine to consider 
himself, with a long career of dissipa- 
tion behind him, good enough to marry 
the sweetest, gentlest girl tbiit ever wor- 
iped an idea! lover and husliand. 
Yes, motbeis are responsible for tho 
corruption of society's inc.rals. 

Hero is an observation from tho New- 
York Press that ought to ma!:o women 
ashamed of themselves. The shame of 
it is iu its exact truth: "The narrow- 
scope of feminine endeavor in tho past 
has been largely due to prejudices and 
customs which have been fostered by 
feminine conservatism." 

I heard a good story last night. A 
young man laid his heart and fortuno 
at tho feet of a girl with a profession.

MB. BEAVSIS'S PLAINT. 

The complaint on tho part of the Hon, 
Mr. Boaven because a full report of tho die 
orderly proceedinga in tho Legislature on 
Saturday morning was given to tho public 
in tho Colonist, siiows that the Opposition 
are jaatly ashamed of their extraordinary 
oondnot. But when Mr. Beaven essays to 
correct a newspaper report he should take 
caie to bo correct and fair in his quotation 
from the paper. Yesterday he told the 
House that tho Colonist said ho had 
" called attention to the disorderly pro- 
oeediogs of the Opposition," which, 
course, would have been absurd, for tho 
instigator of disorders resulting so disas- 
trously for his party would not naturally 
call public attention to them. What this 
. paper did say was that he " called attention 
to the Coloxlst's report of the disorderly 
prooeedings of the Opposition." His real 
grievance is, not that the Opposition were 
disorderly, but that their discreditable 
taotioB were fully exposed through tho press. 

A SMALL ECOSOMY. 

Tho reduction of tho salarioa of tho city 
cffijiala cau hardly bo said to bo a well-con- 
sidered or an important reform. The saving 
effsBbed wi)l be inconsiderable, and it m&y 
have the effect of seriously impairing tho 
olvlo service. There are ofScials who have 
Important duties to perform that are not by 
any means too well paid — the Treasurer, for 
instance, la it fair that, alter long 
nnd faithful service, ho should have 
a slice oat off his very moderate salary ? 
Cutting down the Mayor's salary, too, is a 
very small baslneas, and if the services of 
the aldermen are worth anything they are 
worth two hundred dollars. The true 
economy with regard to officials is to have 
no more than are absolutely required and to 
pay them woU. When the ratepayers see 
the amount that is saved by cutting down 
the salaries of the ofiSoials, they will not, 
y>a think, give the Council much credit for 
the reform. Economy is a very good thing, 
but the Council should bo satiiilicd that a 
proposed saving is really economy before 
they make it. 

THE FIRE AT KASLO. 



It would be a thousand pities if the Kaalo 
conflagration would seriously retard the 
progress of that promiaiDg town. We see 
that the loss is estimated at 8200,000, but 
this is probably an exaggeration. If it 
amounts to half that sum it is very consider- 
able. Many of the BuffcrcrB are not million- 
aires, and they will have some diflicully in 
getting on their feet again. But the re- 
cuperative power of these new towns is 
wonderful. When they are really required, 
when there are at their back reaourccB suf- 
ficient to warrant the expenditure of capital 
to rebuild them, then recovery from such a 
catastrophe as that which overtook Kaslo 
ia wonderfally rapid. Kaslo is well situ- 
ated, and it is surrounded by natural 
wealth, the extent of which can only bo as 
yet guessed at, — sufficient is known how- 
ever to warrant tho highest hopea of its 
progroaa and ita prosperity. Wo have 
hardly a doubt that in a few months not a 
trace of Sunday's fire_wlU be visible. A 
larger, a bettor and a handsomer town will 
have sprung out of its ashes. 

THE AMERIGAN SITUATION. 

Since Secretary Carlisle has suocoeded iu 
cfTeoting his gold loan, money matters have 
been easier with the Government of tho 
United States. The gold reserve is again 
above the hundred million dollar line, but 
as the expenditure of the Government is 
considerably greater than ita receipts there 
is no telling how long this salisfiokory state 
of things will last. Tho cash balance in the 
Treasury waa a few days ago §137,588,3.10, 
of which §105,530,332 was gold. 

But tho Government is falling behind at a 
very rapid rate. At the dose of the fiscal 
year ending June 30, 1893i there woi» do- 
Mb of $48,187,839. Up to OierlBt 



of January of the present year there 
waa , a further deficit of S-t4,888,29e, 
This gave a monthly deficit of §6,412,830. 
If the &penditnre i[oes i)ti^' ejNMd^ 
revenue at this rate to the end of June 
there will be a deficit of over ?72,000.000 
for tho year. This ia not a pleasant proa- 
peot. Besides, as thinga aro at preaent, it 
is very difficult to aay what the revenue of 
the next four montba will be. The expendi- 
tnre is provided for and oaa be oaloulated to 
a dollar, but it ia very different indeed with 
reapeot to the receipts. The prospect seems 
to be just now that the deficit will keep on 
inoreasing from month to month for an in- 
definite period. Already tho politicians and 
financiera aro calculating when another loan 
will be neoeasary. It Is expected that the 
gold reserve will be drawn upon to a con- 
siderable extent before very long, and it 
will not do to allow It to go down too 
low. A reasonable or even an un- 
reasonable suspicion of its exhaustion 
would bring on auother panio which would 
bo even more deatrnctive to bnsinesa than 
tho last one. Some of the far-seeing ones 
predict that anoth<>r loan will bo required 
in November nex'.. There may, however, 
be no necessity for it. The new taritT may 
work so well that tho receipts will come 
nearer to the expenditure than they have 
been for a long tinie. The duties will be 
lower; but in the arithmetic of tho Custom 
House a low duty often moans a largo rev- 
enue and a high duty a low revenue, and if 
high enough, no revenue at all. It is 
theroforo by no means unlikely that, when 
tho business men know what they aro to ex- 
peet, trade will revive, importations wiil io- 
crease, and tho monthly receipts at the 
Treasury will bo far j;reuter than they are 
at preaent, 

A MBSSENQER OF PEAOB. 

The Hon. Mr. Joly, ox-Premier of Que- 
bec, took a journey, u week or two ago, to 
Ontario on a uoli'.o niiuaion. Hia object waa 
to attempt to bring about a batter under- 
standing than now appears to exist, between 
the people of Ontario and the people of 
Quebec. He told his hearora in Toronto 
that ho did not come to them as a politician 
nor as a delegate from hia co-roligiouiata in 
Quebec, but simply as a witness. Ho ia a 
Protcatant who has lived all his life among 
the Catholiog of Quebec. 

If there is a man in the Dominion who 
can testify to the treatment received by 
the Protestant minority in Quebec 
It Is Mr. Joly. And hn ia a wit- 
ness who can bo rc!le.-l upon implicitly. 
Among politicians ho ia a veritable Bayard, 
without fear and without reproach. Ho is 
an honest man through and through. This 
ia bow the Montreal Witness speaks of Mr. 
Joly in its article on hia vlait to Ontario : 
" If ever there waa a knight withont fear 
and without reproach Canada posBceses one 
in Mr. Joly, and every one who a'draires 
nobility of character and purpose will wish 
him aucceea in his mission." 

Mr. Joly'a address ia plain and straight- 
forward. Ho meets the different charges 
brought against the French majority in 
Quebec fully and frankly, Hia testimony ia 
that the French-Canadian Roman Catholic 
majority of that province do not attempt to 
curtail, in tho Blighloat degree, tho rights 
and liberties of the Protestant minority of 
other races. They enjoy the fullest 
liberty of worship and of conscience. 
In the matter of education they are justly 
treated. If they do not get their propor- 
tionate aharo nf tho public and political 
offices, it ia not from any intolerance in tho 
matter of reli^'.ion, but from the natural 
greed of the majority to graap all the good 
things within their reach. Mr. Mowat was 
not long ego constrained to show that 
Catholics in Ontario do not get their pro- 
portionate share of tho offices, and, when tho 
amount of salarica ia considered, the dis- 
proportion ia greater atill. "If that," saya 
Mr. Joly, "is the case in the best governed 
province of the Dominion, where there ia 
abroad a spirit of generosity and jastioe and 
toleration, if his honorable friend (Mr. 
Mowat) was obliged to defend himself from 
the charge of being too genecoua to the 
minority, could ho nob aak his hearers to 
apply to the French-Canadian majority the 
same rule which they applied to themselves? 
When the weight of gravitation which 
impels the majority to take more than its 
share prevails to such an extent in Ontario, 
could they blame Quebec ?" 

That tho French Canadians are ready to 
treat tlioir Protostunt fellow subjects in 
political matters liberally could ba proved 
by Mr. Joly's own oiperience. He, a Pro* 
testant, waa chosen by the French Catholic 
Ltberala aa their leader. When he repre- 
sented to them that in aolooting him they 
wore doing thoiiiBolvos and thoir party an 
iojusticQ, they replied " No, wa do not un- 
derstand it CO, Wo will keep you and v/e 
will never loeo a Liberal vote on aooonnt of 
you being a Protestant." <The oonatituenoy, 
Lotbiniere, which be represented In the 
Quebec Legislature for twenty five years 
was exclusively Roman Catholic. He was 
from time to time oppoaod by Roman 
Catholics, who, in Mr. Joly'a words, 
"availed themselves of the reli- 
gious question against him; they 
had reminded tho people that 
ho waa a Protestant and had asked them 
how they could trust him with their doareat 
interoata. The only answer they got was, 
'Wo prefer a good Protestant to a bad 
Roman Catholic.'" 

There is one proviaion of tho Quebec law 
which Mr. Joly pointed out that shows both 
the fairness and the tolerance of the major- 
ity. "In case of soizure and Bale by SherilFs 
warrant of property tho first charge is any 
asBOBBmonts that may have boon levied for 
tho building of ohurohos, parsonages, and 
the maintonanoo of ohurohyarda. But by 
clause 2,011 of the civil code, 8o, OBreful are 
tho majority not to foro9 tho minority to aid 
in maintaining the ohiiroheii bt^ the ina j or ity. 



cases where Protestants are iuter^ted shall 
be free from this regulation," 

Mr. Joly warned his hearers not to take 
the ^ittemioeB of. a. few bigots ..|nnd un- 
aorapalong' polltioiana aa the expreaaion of 
tho prinoiplea and the ' feelings of the 
majority of tho inhabitanta of Quebec. 
They no more represent that mnjority than 
do the eztremiata in Ontario reprcaent the 
spirit and the sentimenta of - the majority of 
their fellow-oountrymen. It ia, however, 
unfortunate tliikt the well-disposed and tol- 
erant in Oatario and Quebeo aeldom make 
their voices heard, while tho intolerant and 
thoae interoated in exciting religious and 
racial jealouaiea and atrlfea makei in, pro- 
portion to their numbers and'their influence, 
a great uproar. It is no great wonder that, 
in both provinces, tho raah and ill-considered 
uttcraucoa of thoae few are talcon for tho 
doop-rootod opinion of tho silent many, 
Tl:o Montreal Witness, which could hardly 
bo expected to err on the side of liberality 
and kindliness in such a matter as this, 
speaking of tho prnneneaa of the people 
of the two great provinoea of the Dominion to 
mlBunderstand each other aaya " Thoae who 
know most of both people know that neither 
Intends to ba intolerant and have only to bo 
convinced of the toleranco and good will of 
each to the other to atop soowllng and 
threatening ono another, and to ahako hands 
and becomo frieuds, as thoy aro brothers." 
Thia ia tho truth. All tliat tho people of 
tho two races and rcligio:i8 nood in order to 
havo a hightr uppreoiation of eoch other ia 
to know each other better. Mr. Joly's mis- 
sion will, we trust, have the cfTect of bring- 
ing about that good understanding between 
the inluibilants of tho two provinoea which 
is absolutely noceaaary for the peaco and tho 
welfare of tlie Dominion.

Single Taxers and a - Uliilonfiry Exchange' 
laeaa ' on. '^hii . Subject. 

There was a remarkably lively, disoussion 
on tho Chinese qneation at 'tbe aingle tax 
olub meeting last ^evening, when -< a good 
audience gathered to hear, what w&8 to be 
said. Mr. West was down foi; ani addreaa 
upon the aubjecb, but as he did nob turn up 
in tho early part of hthe evening, Mr. Cohen 
atepped into tho breaok and opened the 
ball. He held that no dngle taxer would 
givo the Cbinoae as the oatiao of the proaent 
doprcaaion, but would contend that it waa 
duo to those oonditiona which the aingle 
tax waa intended to do away with. Ho 
went on to apeak of ivagea, holding that 
ohcup labor would be all very well provided 
every ono hud free acooaa to the land. 
However, under present conditions, cheap 
luhor did not bonotit aooioty as a whole, but 
only the privileged niasaefl. 

Mr. West hero arrived and took tho 
floor, oppoaiug tho Chineso coming in ooni- 
petition with tho working olaaaes, as tho 
result would bo tho lowering of tho standard 
of living. Ho granted tliat tho Chineso hod 
a civilization, but it waa on a ditTfrent baaia 
from ours, and consequently when tho two 
came in contact they would inevitably 
clash. People talked about fraternity, love 
and ao forth, but tho Chinese were never 
brought horo for the purpose of Christianiz- 
ing and educating them— that waa unadul- 
terated rot. Thoy wore brought hero for 
dollars and ocnta. Slavery waa against 
British constitutions, and bringing Chinese 
hero under bond to work waa a violation 
of those conatitutions. Ho contended 
further that employing Chintjmon in 
domestic work wua to "degrade 
the legitimate calling of tho aervant girl." 
Anyone who aaid tho Chinaman waa a 
benefit to our civilization wua an ignoramua 
or a knave. It wua true that all poverty 
would not be aboliahod even if all the 
Chinese were removed from the oountrVi 
but their presence only added to making 
matters worse. 

During this address Mr. Coleman, the 
Chinese missionary, was industriously 
scribbling down notes for future reference, 
and when called t^ton promptly took the 
floor. He was not prp-Ohinese as oguinat 
the whites, he aaid, and went on to claim 
that the Chinese question waa never a real 
(jueation on this coast. It was only brought 
up for political purposes. The land ques- 
tion was really respouaiUlo for the preaent 
depression, and he did not think that the 
Chinese here aggravated the evil any more 
than the same number of white men. Tho 
aamo hard timea are experienced all over tho 
world, and arc even worse elao- 
whero than hero. Ho had been 
well ucqunintud with the Chineso for twelve 
years, und they did not come hero us sluvea. 
Thoy borrowed money to eomo here, it was 
true, but they wore not blavea, at leaat as 
far aa tho men were coucernod. Going on 
to apeak of tho aervant girls, he did not 
think domostio service waa degraded by Chi- 
neso bjing employed in it. There might bo 
individual cases where giria did not like to 
work where Chinese were employed, but 
tho main reason girls were ao averse to 
houaetvork waa that " man worka from sun 
to Buo ; but woman's work ia never dono," 
and conseqaently girla prefer the factory or 
ehop to domestic work. Aa to civilization, 
he had been in China and if people thought 
that Cfainoso wereaatisfied with their present 
civilizjtion they were much miataken. The 
Chinoaoworenotsatiafied, but were constantly 
etruggling forward to a higher oivilizUicn. 
Ho would gladly aeo every Chinaman leave 
this country to-morrow but wo.had no right 
to do any injuatice to Chinese that' we would 
not dare to do a European nation. He as- 
cribed a groat deal of the degredation in 
China to Great Britain forcing the opium 
traflio on China. 

The audience was thoroughly worked up 
by this time and applauded or diaeonted 
from tho argumonta used with great vigor. 

Mr. ICeith, the last speaker, took excep- 
tion to some of Mr. Coleman's romurks, 
holding that tho question was one of the 
most burnirg on the coast, and waa not 
brought up for political capital. The Chi- 
neso were detrimental to tho whitoa, and he 
found them working where white men were 
idle.

promised for a later date. Tho chief of tho 
papers snbinitted is the foUoning letter, 
which speaks for itself : 

Ottawa, Nov. IS, 1892. 
To the Honorable Sir John. ThoDipioii, K. G.

Dear Sib John : — Adverting to the con- 
ferenpes.held on Monday and ruesday, the 
Slat .'October and let November, between 
Hons. Carliog, Ouimet, and yourself on tho 
on^hand, ana myaelf on the other, the sub- 

J'eots diacusaied may be sumoiarized as ful- 
owe: 1. Delimitation of the railway buU. 
2. Immigration mattera. 3. Qaarantiue. 
4. Fablio improvementa. 

She qaestton of the jadioial needs of Van- 
couver Diatriot had already been aatisfac- 
toriiy arranged at a oonferenoe previously 
bad with yourself and depu^, the arrange- 
ment being that one ot the Victoria Judges 
ahould hold court weelily at Vancouver, and 
that during Mr. Juatice McCrelghd'a leave 
of absence, the local government ahould en- 
large County Court judge Uule'a jurisdic- 
tion as a local superior court judge, and in- 
clude his namo and that of Mr. Harrisou iu 
the Aes'ze commiesioD, leaving it to tho 
County Court Judges Bole and Harrison to 
arrange between themselves for tho lutter'u 
atisistance in tho county court work in tho 
New Westminator judicial diatriot. A fur- 
ther matter which I was deputed to diecuso 
with the Uominion government, was a claim 
of §8.000, paid to Kinipplo & ^lo^ria by the 
Ericish Cuiumbia goverument on dock ao- 
count, and now demanded by the province 
from the Dominion under the terms of the 
settlement in 1881. This question, it was 
arranged, should bo discussbd between Mr. 
Sedgewiok and myself, and was, conso- 
quently, not taken up at the conference first 
alluded to, which was confined lo the four 
Bubjeota above particularized. 

DELIMITATION OK THE BKLT. 

Three molhods have been proposed for de- 
fining the boundaries, ono by tho Dominion 
order in council dated 27th May, 1887; a 
second by an order in council of the Provin- 
cial government dated 24th August, 1887, 
and a third by a Dominion order io council 
dated 15"JiJuly. 1892. These boundaries are 
marked upon the map rofcmd to in the 
order in council of 15ih July, 1892, and pro- 
duced ac our conference. The line proposed 
by the Dominion order in council dated 27th 
May, 1887| being colored red; that proposed 
by the Provincial order in council d^tcd 
2ith August, 1887i being colored blue, and 
the Hue laatly claimed by the Dominion 
government being colored brown and green. 
VVithoat entering into detail, I think I may 
say that during our oonference the brown 
and green line was abandoned, and the ques- 
tion was reduced to the consideration of tho 
red and blue lines, the differenoe in area be- 
tween which ispstimated tobe between 750,- 
000 and 1,000,000 acr^s in favor of the Do- 
minion, should the red boundary be adopted, 
AVe afterwards proceeded to the diecuaaiou 
of titles which had been granted by the pro- 
vince to lands within the belt, and then to 
the question of public works and undertak- 
ings. I refer with some degree of purticu- 
larity to such undertakings further on. 

During our conference you osked mo to 
furnish a list of the lands within tho red 
belt sold by tho province and for which 
pitcnta have been issued. This 1 tolo- 
grapHedtor and hove sinco received, and I 
enclnae tho same with this letter. This list 
iuoluilea all sales so far as known, but can- 
nuc bo guaranteed to include all, as, in tho 
obaenoe of work upon tho ground showing 
where tho red line is located, it is impos- 
Bible, when dealing with a mountainous 
country, to be anything like tx.iot. Tho 
liklihood of there having been other sales I 
deal with later on in this letter. 

QUARANTINE JIATTEUS 

Were disposed of satisfactorily by Mr. 
Carliog'a aaauranca that Albert Head, or 
some more anitable locektion, would bo thor- 
oughly equipped as a quarantine station, 
without delay, and a rr"':'ic:Ll quarantine 
'wjcer stationed thero instead of at Vic- 
toria. It was also suggested, and I under- 
^loocl agreed to, that for tho examination cf 
■vessels coming from Puget Sound ports 
direct to Victoria and Vancouver without 
having reported at Albert Head, tho muni' 
cipal health oflicerfl should, during oillco, bo 
appointed Dominion quarantine cliicors. I 
think the same plan should be adopted at 
Nanaimo, as Puget Sound vessels viait that 
port also. 

i.m:mi(;hatio;; jiattiirs. 
Prior to tho month of May last, tho Do- 
minion Government, at a small coat, main- 
tained agencies at Victoria and Vancouver, 
tho homo in the former city and tho laud 
upon which it is erected being Doinuiion 
property, and in tho latter being held under 
rentul troni ihu Canadian Pacific railway 
company. Without previous, warning, tho 
Djniinion, by order in council dated 28th 
May, l,sy2, rcaolvtd to close these homos 
and diachiirgo tlio agents, which was done in 
tho month of July following. As it was 
ueceBoary that the homes ahould bo main- 
tained, ond thero waa no time for parley, 
tho Provincial government concluded it beat, 
until some understanding should bo arrived 
at, to themselves keep the homes afoot, 
and, consequently appointed care-takers for 
Victoria and Vancouver, and have also ar- 
ranged to retain the atjent temporarily at 
Yietoria. One of the reasons for the disoon- 
tlnuasoe of the agenoiea in these towns of tho 
Dominion in which it waa resolved to dia- 
oontinne them appears, by the report of tiie 
Minister of the Interior, dated 27th May, 
1892, to have been the neglect of the pro- 
vinces of Ontario, Qaebeo, New Brunswick 
and Nova Scotia to contribute towards the 
maintenanco of the London oiHce, to which 
it had been agreed at a conference held In 
November, 1871, at which these provinces 
wore represented (but IJritiah Columbia wus 
not), that tho provinces of Ontario, Quebec, 
>Jcw Brunswick and Nova Scotia should 
contribute. Tho principle that tho rospon- 
sibility for all matters connected with tho 
promotion cf immigration should bo vested 
in tho government of Canada had been 
aflirmod at previous conferences at which 
Uritish Columbia was represented, and at 
one of which, held in September, 1871 1 it 
WM expressly atlpnlated that the Dominion 



government should maintain an efHoient 
immigration office at Viotoria, Subse- 
quently, after tho completion of tho Cana- 
dian Paoifio railway and the growth of the 
city of Vancouver, tho government of 
Canada oetublishod tho immigration homo 
there also. I would call attention to 
a. minute in council of the Britieh 
Colnmljla government dated about lOi-h 
July, 1892, and forwarded to the Hon. the 
Secretary of iitate for Canada, wherein the 
ground ia taken that tho agreement arrived 
ut by the oonferenoe of September, 1871, to 
eatablish an office' ae Viotoria was such as to 
p'ace Viotoria in the .same poaition aa Qae- 
beo, Montreal, Balifaz, and Sc. John, N.B., 
at whioh last-mentioned points the govern- 
ment ot Oanada, by not of . parliament, is 
bonnd to eatabliab and maintain immigra- 
tion ofEeea; and it is also pointed ont that 
whilst the Hon. the Minister of the Interior 
recommends the oloaing of tho agencies at 
London, Hamilton, Toronto, Kingston, Pres- 
oott, and Ottawa, he does not report against 
tho continuance of the ofBces at Quebec, 
Montreal, Halifax, and St, John, and that 
Viotoria and Vancouver occupy tho same 
relative positions on tho Pacific as seaport 
towns, whioh those oilioa do on tho Atlan- 
tic, and that no discrimination should bo 
made between cities so situated. It was 
also shown by tho provincial ordor-iu-ooun- 
oil above alluded to, that the immigrants 
housed at Vancouver, particularly, were 
principally those who might bo expected to 
settle on Dominion lands in tho railway belt, 
thero being no Provincial lands in the vicin- 
ity. 

Con6((|Uontly, ut our conforenco on Mon- 
day and Tutadiiy, I urged that tho Do- 
uHuioH goverriUK-ut at, onoo roaumo tho 
ludiii'fnanco ol Uio ugoucies at Vancouver 
null Vicioria. 

WhiluL upon tho euhj ot of immigration, 
I wii-h aUu to urgi! tiie ixjf iiriioss of tho 
prosout upportiunm-;nt (if iho tux imposed 
upon Cnnieau immigruiitH, oncfourth of 
which only is piid to ilio pi ovince, three- 
fourths being retained by tho Dominion. 
These inunigrants settle almost o.xcluaively 
in Britidh Ujlumbia, and on their account, 
alono tho province and nmnicipalities havo 
been obliged to eatablieh a hospital and 
home for lep»r?, several of whom havo de- 
veloped amuugat the Chinese, Not only in 
maintaining this institution are tho Chinese 
u peculiar burthen upon tho province, but 
they unduly increase the cost of administer- 
ing justice, as orimiuai statistics show ; 
they are looked upon aa being, and are, an 
undesirable clasa of immigrants, and it is 
certainly but right that the disadvantage 
and burthen of their presence being borne 
by tho gdvernment of British Colombia, the 
compensation for their incoming ahould be 
enjoyed by the government ahouldering the 
burthen, and nob by the Dominion govern- 
ment, which Buffera no loss or inconveni- 
ence on ttooount of tho Chireso whatever. 

VUllUO WORKS AND I.-iimOVEMENTS. 

It is felt that tho prosperity and develop- 
ment of the province is being seriously re- 
tarded for want of necessary public works 
and improvements. These have already 
been pressed upon tho government of Can- 
ada by tho British Cuiumbia representa- 
tives, and chief amongst them, and of vital 
and urgent necessity, may be mentioned : — 

1, — Improvements (j/* Rivera— (a ) A hy- 
drographio survey of the navigable part of 
tho Eraser river, whioh has become seri- 
ously choked up by bars and diverted from 
its ordinary channel, aa ahown by the Ad- 
miralty oharta, thereby oauaiog the waahing 
away of largo tracts of valuable land and 
threatening calamitous destruction in the 
near future. In tho restoriog of the river 
to its proper channel and the removal of 
obstructions, §100,000 can be ugefuUy ex- 
pended, and it is estimated will thoroughly 
accomplish tho work. Upon this subjeot I 
refer you to the minutts of tho provincial 
government forwarded to tho Secretary of 
State, and dated respectively 2G.h March, 
IS'JO, 2nd April, ISOO, 14ch March, 1892, 
aad 22nd August, 1S92 

(h.) Removing tho obstructions in the 
navigation of tho Skecau river, which will 
include removal of tho anugs, for whioh 
work a steam scow would bo neoosaary, and 
blasting the rocks, which render tho Kii:- 
sa-las canyon dangerous at certain stages of 
water. For tho purpose of blasting tho 
rooks an appropriation of §2,000 was voted 
by tho Dominion last session, but $5,000 will 
be required for tho purpose. The removal 
of the snags and employment of a steam 
scow will comparatively not be an expensive 
matter. The local government are con- 
atruotiog a wagon road from Hazleton to the 
adjacent asricttitural Unda, but the efforts 
of the provinaial government to open up this 
portion of the province will be unavailing 
unless the' improvementa to navigation 
upon tho Skeena, above indicated, be like- 
wise undertaken. I will, before I leave 
Ottawa, endeavor to furnish you with an 
estimate of the cost of removing the snags. 
During our conforenco I handed lion. Mr. 
Ouimet a letter from Mr. R. H. Hall, M. P. 
I'., giving valuable information on tho sub- 
ject of tho proposed improvements to the 
Skeena ri /er. 

(f ) Tho removal of obstructions in the 
Cowichan river : owing to these obstruc- 
tions Uat year, tho railway bridge near 
Duncan and the government road bridge in 
the so 1110 locality, were both wa-i';cu away, 
and fietloUB d&Ui&^e dCue to tho lower 
bridpfes, near t&6 bea, also entailing groat 
lots and ibSonvenienoe to the setthrs. The 
Indian reserve on the river has been reduced 
by 100 acres or more (see report of a sur- 
vey whioh it is understood the Indian 
department has bad made, showing the 
quantity of land swept away from the 
reserve), and the settlers have lost a large 
area of valuable land worth §100 per acre. 
Similar devastation is bound to occur in 
future unless tho matter is remedied. 

Tho Dominion government havo for some 
years expended annually §1,000 for im- 
provement of the Cowiohan river, but tho 
work rcquirce to lj3 undertaken on an en- 
tirely dilfurent plan, and can be undertaken 
so as to bo elleotivo onco for all. Aa it is 
now— ono year the stream will wash a few 
acres from the north bank, and then next 
summer the §1,000 will bo spent in trying 
to direct tho current from the north bank, 
with tho only conacquenco of tho inroads of 
the river being directed towards the aouth 
bank; and so on, year by year, turned from 
bank to bank. By this proopss tho river 
has already out a channel iiearly 400 yards 
wido in some placHS. 

The plan which Mr. Crof";, an experi- 
enced engineer, mcniber of the local houEe 
for Cowiohan diatriot, whoso letter to mo 1 
have handed to Hon. Mr. Ouimet, recom- 
mends, is to erect suitable guiding works 
above tho railway bridge, and extend them 
year by year towards the sea, and thus in a 
few yeara (he channel (ibuld be made 
atraighi, the safety of the various bridges 
assured, and tho farmers' and Indian lands 
protected from loss. Accompanyiag Mr. 
Croft's letter is a rough sketch illustrating 
tho prnpoeed work. 

{d) Removal of log jims in tho Kokailah 
and ChcinainuB rivers. This would bo u 
work of trilling expense, but of vast advan- 
tage to tho community. 

) Giving a subsidy for steamboat ser- 
vice and mail commuuioation to tho islands 
between Vancouver island and the main- 
land, Comox and those points of sottloment 
on tho mainland and island not reached by 
rail, and extending to- Queen Charlotte 
ialands. (There are large and valuable traota 



of land and important industries which 
might by thia means be opened, populated, 
and developed, and in this connection I may 
say that the local government would be pre- 
pared to open up roads in places thus made 
ir.occsaible. 

(/.) Lighthouses. — Nanaimo harbor. De- 
parture bay,' Gape Mudge,' the northern en- 
trunco Johnson's atraita, and Moresby 

itilan.is. 

(y ) Fog alarms.— Eist point of Entrance 
island. 

(A ) Telegraph lines between Nanaimo, 
Alberoi and Comox, and aignal line, north- 
ern entrance to Juhnson'a atraita; also the 
better maintenance of the telegraph service 
provided by the Garmanah and Cape Beale 
wire. As an Inatanoe of the iaefflcienoy of 
the iaat-mentioned aervioe, I have handed 
Hon. Mr. Qnimet a clipping from tho Col 
ONIST of 20th. Ootober. ult., ahowing the 
experience of the ahip Dumfrieahire, prov- 
ing the present working of the line to be 
simply a delusion. 

(i, ) Harbors— Victoria and Nanaimo. Re- 
moval of rooks from inner harbor at Vio- 
toria, dredging both harbors, and new 
dredging plant. 

[j.) Beacon light tobepUoedonBrotohle'a 
lodiio. 

(h.) Indian achools. — The extension and 
maintenanco of these institutions, as being 
u most ellootivo way of promoting order and 
usefulness amongst tho natives, aa fully 
proved by tho success which -has so far at- 
tended tho ( DTorts of tho Dominion in 
British Columbia in this direction. 

Another matter which has been pressed 
upou tho government by tho members is tho 
question of remuneration to tho post oilice 
employes. Tho present scale is hardly suffi- 
ciont to provide, in British Columbia, tho 
ordinary necessaries of life. Living wages 
should bo allowed, elao depletion of tho 
service must ensue. As you know, tho cost 
of living in British Columbia cannot bo 
gauged by eastern prices. 

Koottnay Indians — Tho Dominion gov 
ernmcnt should, 1 think, strengthen thoir 
staff of ofEoiala dealing with tho Indian 
alluirs in the diatriot of Kootenay. These 
are a troublesome tribo of Indians, and 
their numbers are frequently augmented by 
visits of tribal friends from tho United 
States. They are not properly kept upon 
their reserve, but squat on crown lands, 
and go about well armed. Recently the 
Alberta company, who have a contract with 
tho local government for which entails the 
cutting of a oanal, having to operate their 
worka through some of the garden patches 
whioh had been laid ont by Indians on 
crown land ontaide of the reserves, were 
met with 'resistance from ° the In 
dians. Things looked qnite threat- 
ening, and the looal government 
were appealed to. We are, of course, rc" 
sponsible for the administration of justice, 
but wo cjnnot bo expected to cope with 
banda of armed savages. Wo adopted what, 
under tho circumstances, waa the moat feU' 
siblo course, and gave authority to our local 
agent to treat with the Indians and com- 
pensate them for tho lands whioh tho worka 
of the company had disturbed. I am not 
aware yet of tho amount of compensation 
p-iid, but I am informed by letters whioh I 
have received since my arrival, that the 
trouble is now over for tho present. There 
can bo little doubt that, but for tho polioy 
of compensation adopted by the local gov- 
ernment, thero would havo been a serious 
disturbance, little short of an Indian war. 

The Fisheries.— li was decided in the case 
of Keg. v. Robertson, 6 C.S.C.R. 52. that 
the ungranted lands in a province being in 
tho province, tho exclusive right to fish fol- 
lows as an iuoident and is in the crown as a 
trustee for tho benefit of tho people of tho 
province, and that therefore a license by tho 
Dominion to fiah in streams running through 
provincial property would be illegal. Ttio 
Dominion, however, issues Uoenaea in Brit- 
ish Columbia, and asanmea control of tho 
Saheries. Thii secma in excess of their 
power as defined by the authority above 
quoted, and, moreover, the people complain 
uf the Dominion regulations as unsuited to 
tho tishiog interests. 

Insolvency. — There is a general desire in 
oommbrcidl circles, as expressed by tho 
Board of Trade, for an insolvoEoj law, tho 
wont of which causts much financial difli- 
culty. It would bo satisfactory to tho 
people of the province if I could asauro them 
that tho intention of your government is to 
enact an insolvency law in the near future. 

AOjuslinenl of the liailiray Belt Qiks- 
tion. — » ♦ • J shall bo glad to bo in- 
formed whether the Dominion government 
are prepared to relinquiah tho claim of 
issuing fishing licenses and of recognizing 
the provincial control of fisheries and right 
to administer them.

Brotohio ledgn— Djr.fl";|^^[. ;{o^ ]g(j2 ; Dj. 
ihlhloU government stato that arrangomcuts 
will be made next season for placing stone 
or concrete beaooij on this ledge, surmount- 
ed by an electric light connected with the 
shoro system. 

Lighthouses and fog alarms— January 13, 
1893 : The Minister of Marine and Fisher- 
ies, upon the strength of tho report made by 
the engineer of the department, expresses 
the opinion that the urgency for a light- 
house on Gape Mudge, compared with tho 
demands elsewhere, ia not auffioient to war- 
rant the necessary expenditure; that tho 
pilots are satisfied with the two lights upon 
buoys at the entrance to Nanaimo harbor, 
Dopirturo bay, placed in lieu of building a 
lighthouEO at that point; that with refer- 
ence to tho reijuestcd lighthouse in Depart- 
ure bay, in tho aba^ nco of any furtlicr re- 
present atiou from those engaged in naviga- 
tion it would appear that tho ship- 
ping iu thia district is fairly served 
ijy existing aids; that tho American govern- 
ment having decided to pluco a light on 
Turn point, Stewart ialand, tho neceasity 
for u lighthouso on Mnrcaby ialand haa dis- 
appeared ; and tho Minister added that 
while every effort ia being made lo keep 
puco with the growth of trade in Briliah 
Columbia, so far us providing the necessary 
aids to navigation ia concerned, it must bo 
recollected tiiat throughout tho great inland 
waters of Canada m\v routes are being con- 
stantly opened up as well, and tho domauds 
are yearly increasing for similar aids in 
various other paits of Canada, Great 
caution is therefore necessary in order that, 
while the intcreata of navigation may be 
fairly served, the charges of construction 
and maintenance of these aids may not be 
unduly increased. 

Fog alarm, eaat point of Entrance Island — 
January 2.S, 189.3 : Tho Miuiator of Marine 
and Fisheries recommends that, in view of 
tho largo amount of tonnage visiting Na- 
naimo, and that tho approaches are more 
dangerous than tlioau at Victoria or Van- 
couver, this matter bo favorably considorod 
when tho estimates for tho next fiscal year 
bo dealt with. 

Quarantine— April 22, 189;i : Tho Do- 
minion Minister of Agriculture states that 
departmentaji representations have ; bean 
mado'.to secqre the vaooinatlon of all steer-

Indian affairs — April 22, 1893 : The 
Superintendent-General of Indian Aff.tirs 
reports that the trouble between tho lo- 
dians of the Kootenay and the Alberta com- 
pany appears to have been exaggerated in 
the repreaentatinn upon whioh the provin- 
cial govornment'a communication was found- 
ed ; and the Minister oonours in the opinion 
of Superintendent Vowell that there ia no 
real necessity for increasing tho staff of tho 
department in Kootenay. 

Indian schools — May 9, 1893 : The Super- 
intendent-General of Indian Affjirs submits 
a statement setting forth fully in detail the 
expenditure made for achools in British 
Columbia up to date and tho proposed ex- 
pgndituro during 1893-1; which shows a 
grand total sinco tho year 1875-(i, of ex- 
penditure and proposed expenditure on ac- 
count of ludian schools of $22'_',1G1.-10. Thia 
statement gives the amount for every year, 
and those few show tho rate of increase : 
1875 70, §1,150 ; ISSO-Sl, $2,405 ; 1885 80, 
$2,784; 1890-91, including industrial 
schools, $39,583 ; and 1893-94, including in- 
dustrial schools, $44,040.

Prayers by Rev. A. B. Winoheater. 

CO.Ml'LAINT IIY Mil. BEAYEy. 

Hon. Mr. Beaven, again bringing up ttie 
'Subject of tiio disorderly proceedings on tho 
part of the opposition at the sitting' on Sat- 
urday morning, said that as a question of 
privilege be wished to direct attention to 
what he called a "garbled report " of .vhat 
be said yeatorday with regard to the ex- 
tended account of the proceedings appearing 
in the Colokist. " You will see," he said, 
••in the Viotobia Daily Colonist of 
FebrnaiyaTi 1894, that I called attention 
to the disorderly itrooeedioga of the opposi- 
tfon at the laat altting of the house. I did 
nothing of the kind ; there were no disor- 
derly proceedings by tho opposition; but I 
culled attention to tho garbled! report of tho 
proceedings of tho legislature. 

EVENING SlTTINCiS. 

Mr. Grant inquired when evening aittings 
might be looked for, because he said some 
of the committees found they would have to 
meet in the evening, and they wished to 
make their arrangements according to tho 
intention of tho government. 

Hon. Mr. Davie said the house may 
safely calculate upon night sittings on Mon- 
days, Tuesdays and Fridays. Of Wednes- 
days and Thuredays he would say nothing 
because they are private nioiiibers days. 

rilAR.MACEUTIOAL ASSOCIATION. 

The petition of Thos. Harvoy, of Nanai- 
mo, a "druggist" and herbalist prautiaing 
since before tho formation of tho pharma- 
ceutical association, asking for such legisla- 
tion as would efTeotually prevent the inter- 
ference of lliat association with his business, 
was road and received. 

ivuOTITNAY ICNTEUrmSKS. 

Mh. Kki.i.ik aaked leave to iutroduco a 
bill intituled "An act respecting the incor- 
poration of trAnnva3', telephone and tele- 
graph companies in West Kootonay district. 

Bill read a first time ; second reading to- 
morrow. 

AN IRBEOULAR MOTIOIT. 

Mk Kitchen asked leave to withdraw 
the notice he bad given of his intention to 
again move tho very lengthy resolution pro- 
oentcd through him CkH an amendment to tho 
motion to go into Bupply. He said ho un- 
derstood it was out of order, having boon 
voted upon already. 

Motion accordingly dropped. 

THE PROVINOIAL MNANOES. 

Hon. Mr. Bkavkn moved : " Whereas 
the roporta presented to the legislative 
assembly show that the appropriations mado 
last session for the present nscal year and 
the money illegally expended by the execu- 
tive sinco tho commencement of tho said 
year and the money asked for by tho 
present estimates for the same year, show a 
deficiency of over $400,000 ; and wheroaa 
tho amount available from the money re- 
ceived from the " Loan act, 1891," to meet 
the said deflcienoy ia quite insulliciont to 
meet the aamo ; and whereas tho executive 
have uaed special and trust funds amount- 
ing to .5277,000.10 to meet the said defi- 
ciency, ond it ia evident that a much larger 
deficit will exist at the end of tho preaent 
fiscal year ; and whereas the members of 
the government have by tho estimates of 
revenue presented at tho laat and 
present sessions, have orroneoualy shown 
that a surplus instead of a deficit existed 
and would exist on lat July, 1S94 : This 
house ia of opinion that the membera cf tho 
government have committed a grave oirence 
in endeavoring to mislead aa to the financial 
position and liabilities of tho province." 
The mover argued at considerable length in 
attempting to show tho correctneaa of hie 
contentions. 

Hon. Mr. TnRXER said no one ia better 
aware than the hon. gentleman who has 
just spoken how little truth there ia in his 
oontentiona. He had cover before heard, in 
the eight years he liad been in the houae, 
such infamous language aa that used thia 
eesaion tonrards the miniatera and members 
generally on the government side, from the 
charge made at the opening of the session 
that he (Mr. Turnci) had written lying 
lettera from Montreal, down to tlie sweep- 
ing denunciation of all the government sup- 
porters aa "blackguards" made by tho 
leader of tho opposition the other morning. 
He showed that there ia no foundation what- 
ever forthestatementof tho financial position 
made in tho resolution, but that the incon- 
trovertible fact ia that according to a!l 
probability there will bo a balance of 
§105,000 to tho good on the liOth of June 
next. Though aomo of tho taxea and tim- 
ber licenses have been behind bcciuao not 
pressed for by tho government, they are 
good available assets, of tho boat kind. 
When tho hon, leader of tho op- 
position finds himself cornertd us 
to the revenue, ho goes oflf on 
tho contention that aonio of it ia not revenue 
at all bscuuao derived from trust funds of 
various kind?. Uo would havo tho govern- 
ment wrap up thia money in a napkin and 
hide it away aa did the unprofitable servant 
with his talent, but the act distinctly pro- 
Tidca that the money from suitors' funda and 
intestate estate should be paid in to tho 
revenue if the province, and thoreforo 
of course is to be used. Thia ia a permanent 
fund, because while it ia continually being 
paid out, there are also month by month 
payments continually being made into it. 
'jbhe same with the Nakusp & Slocan and 
other railway deposita, which the act says 
the government shall retain and use aa the 
rovenue of the province, and they belong 
just as much to revenue as do the real eslato 
and ether ttxes. Tho government act aa 
a banker fir these funds, receiving them and 
paying out whea required. Tho 
htrong cflort tho hon. gentleman 
haa been making in the public accounts 
roporta to make it appear that tho 
fiauucca of tho province are in a bad poai- 
liou has been very noticeable, but ho thought 
would fail to liave tho efTcot intended. The 
resolution now before tho hoiiao ho described 
aa altogether preposterous, and there wore 
so many untruths in it that ho thought it 
should almoat bo revorBcd to read that, 
whereaa it contains ao many falao ropreaon- 
tationa calculated to injure tlio credit of tlie 
province the loader of tho oppoaition should 
bo gravely censured for bringing it forward. 

Mr. Booth said ho objected entirely to 
the whole tenor of the roaolution and tho 
remotka made by Hon. Mr. Beaven in sup- 
port of it, and ho moved tho following 
amendment : 

" That all the words uftor tho second 
•* tho ' in tho first line, down to the ond of 
the roaolution bo struck out, und in lieu 
thereof insert the following : Bevenuo for 
the preaent year, to the 30th Juno next, ia 
estimated at Sl,0S8,692, and that on tho 
Ist of July, 1803, there were on hand avail- 
able fnodsamouating to $37S,266, and that 
In addition to this there was received from 
the Nalcnsp & Slocan railway company 
$118*400 which, nnder the rail]vay aid act, 
reverted to the revenue of tho pro- 
vince, making a total real and 
oatimatod sum of §1,552,338 available for 
the current fiscal year, ending 30tb J.une, 
1894, besides the balance for the time being 



of suitors' fund deposita and intestate 
sstates'mOBeydfand'whereas the total eati- 
mated'flxpenditnre,ti&alading proTiaion- for 
apeeial warrants and all sums shown in the 
Bttp|»leinentary eatimatea after deducting 
lapsed balancea, will amount approximately 
to §1,425,000, showing approximately a aur- 
plus of more than §125,000, exclusive of 
suitors and intestate funds, in favor of 
revenue, which will be far more than suf- 
fioient to meet any contingent liabilities on 
account of railway gmirautoes: Therefore 
be it resolved that in tho opinion of this 
house tho cstimatca of revenue and ex- 
penditure havo been prepared <witii a 
due regard to eoonomy and the re- 
quiremen»B of tho public service." 

Mu. BuowN spoke for twenty-five min- 
utes, stating, amongst other things, that 
there ia nothing before tho country but cer- 
tain bankrupticy. 

Hon. Mk Davie referred to the predic- 
tion of bankruptcy and blue ruin by tho 
hon. gentlemen opposite. British Colum- 
bia is, however, not alone in having public 
men who use suoh cries, and ho read u quo- 
tation from a Winnipeg paper to show that 
in tho province of Manitoba alao they are 
troubled with suoh people, that paper 
pointing out that tho injury they wrought 
arises from the fact that it is not known 
abroad that tho object of these atatomenta 
ia merely to injure politioil opponenta. He 
thouglit it was only thoso who, like the 
leader of tho oppoaition, have no substan- 
tial interests in tho country but keep all 
their money in the bank, where thoy can 
draw it out any day thoy decide to movo out 
of tho country, wlio spread theae stories 
of impending diaoator ; while the 
aolid men of the community, the men who 
havo invested their money in real estate and 
in great public enterprises look forward with 
confidence to the future of the country 
peak cheerfully of its prospcota, and 
support the government. Ho had 
heard the leader of tho oppoaition charge 
the government with having forced tho osti- 
maua through when half the members 
of the house were daleep, but that gentle- 
man very well koew that the government 
wore in no way responsible for what took 
place the other night, when tho oppo- 
sition deliberately acted upon a policy 
of simple obstruction, for thoy had slat- 
ed openly in the afternoon that they would 
prevent the government putting through 
a single item of their estimates. 
They, however, undertook more than they 
could do, and had been euchred at their own 
game. It waa the oppoaition mombora who 
had fallen asleep; thoao on tho govern- 
ment aido weio wide awake enough. 
Early in tho evening it became quite 
apparent tliat it waa tho intention 
of the opposition to talk against time, 
and they commenced to read from speechea 
and quote frorn hand-b.joka. Not content 
with speaking once, twice or oven 
half a d(zeu times, upon each item, 
they exercised tho priviloRO which 
the fact of being in committee gave 
them, to repeat thomsolvos over and over 
again and to fill buck upon books, pimph- 
leta and newspapers when thoy could ngt 
think of anything original to say. ^^'hon 
they determined to thus waste time it be- 
came necessary that the government should 
gain time, and so it came that tho bouse 
had to sit here passing the eatimatea when 
tho membera certainly ought to have boon 
in bed. Ho proceeded to deal with 
tho possible cost of tho Shuswap 
& Okanogan railway guarauteo, and showed 
that tho Dominion subsidy and the 40 per 
cent, of tbe gross receipts to be paid to tho 
province would in a few years amply secure 
the province against any loss. Ho pointed 
out that one reason why the receipts are not 
larger already is that the Canadian Pacific 
railway company had been bound not to 
hargo any but low rates, and whilst on this 
account tho province as a whole might 
for a time incur a small liability 
tho country through which the road passes 
rcapa the benefit. He believed that after a 
few years tbe 40 per cent, would meet any 
lioibility for which the government is liable, 
thia percentage at tho present time yielding 
about $12,000 Respecting the Victoria 
and Sidney road, the party ohiilly reepon- 
aible for tho guarantee is tho City of Vic- 
toria, which had gu'irantecd three-fifths of 
tho amount, while tho government guarantoo 
was for the remaining two-fifths. Tbe hon. 
leader of tho oppoaition was the man who 
initiated tho cuarautee. 

Hon. Mil. Bkaven— I initiited it? 

Hon. Mr. Daviu— Certainly ; yoo were 
Mayor of Victoria at the time. 

Hon. Mb. Beaven— What had I to do 
with it 7 

Hon. Mb. Davie said Mr. Beaven was 
clearly responsible, because as Mayor he had 
power to send the by-law b»cfc to the 

council, which ho did not do. Tho same hon. 
gentleman had ropoited to-day the of t-Vefut- 
ed statement that by the conversion schonie 
the country would Ioeo upwards of §000,000. 
Ilia method was simple ; it was to take 
tho debit of the account only. 
To uao a simple iUuatration, ho was, 
like a grocer, for inatance, would be, who, if 
he had a costumer with a running account, 
would keep all tho purchaaea added up on 
one aide und give tho customer no credit for 
tho p^^ymenta on account mado every mouth 
or every three or four montha. Thia was 
exactly parallel to what the hon. gentlemen 
oppoBito did when they failed lo take into 
consideration at ail what tho province got in 
the saving in interest and in tho ainking 
fund rcleaaed by tho conversion. Against 
tho coat of converaiou there had to be placed 
$450,000 releaaod from the sinking fund and 
§25,000 a year saved in interest. Reapoot- 
ing tbe suitors' and iuteatato estato 
funds, he read from tho financial statements 
of former years, when Hon. Mr. Beaven and 
his friends were in power, to show that at 
that time the same funda were used as part 
of tbe ordinary revenue, without any legis- 
lative authority, such us at preaent existed, 
und when they [did not carry interest, 
aa they do now. With regard to 
eppcial warrants, he showed that in 
a country like thia it ia practi- 
cally impossible to get along without 
reaort to these, but, as the member for 
Comox allowed tho other day, tho propor- 
tion which tho amount of tho special 
warrants bears to the total expenditure is 
much less now than it was during the term 
of ollioo of tlio pjirty opposite. The leader 
of tlio oppoaition had uot attempted to con- 
trovert thia statement. 

Hon. Mr. Bkaven — I don't think it 
worth talking about. 

Hon. Mk. Davie proceeded that that ia a 
very convouiont way of getting away from 
tho question, but surely if tho apooial war- 
rants wore right in 1874 they are not wrong 
in 1894, when the necoaaitica of tho province 
arc so much greater. He declored that tho 
policy of tho party oppooito is ouo only of 
obstruation and delay, tho reason for which is 
that they knowporfeotly well thatthogovern- 
mont aro auxioua to go to tho people, und 
Instead of expediting the busineaa to permit 
of tho eleotiona being apecdily hold thoy try 
to delay it as much as possible in tho 
hope that they may bo able yet to 
invent aometbing to deceive tho people. 

Messrs. Sword and Semlin apoko against 
the financial policy of the government. 

Mb. T^NBB 'tooknp Mr. Brown's state 
ment tliat- he (Mr. Tnther) had dompated 
the position of. the province in relation to 
these so-called' trniTfands t» thai) of a bank 
receiving tlie deposits of its ouatomers and 



using these depoaits for the benefit of Us own 
business. Mr. Brown said this was all right, 
but he believed that when tbe bank pub- 
lished a statement it always showed 
that the funds received from ita customers 
were a liability of the bank, and had Mr. 
Turner shown such a statement with respect 
to their trust funds, that suoh funda were a 
liability of the province, bo would have 
done what waa right, and then ' he 
(Mr. Brcwn) oonid have eupported 
him, but as '~Mr. ^ Turner had 
not made such a " statement, be was, he 
thought, in the position of a director who 
publiabed a frai^nlent statement. Now, 
the hon. member from Kew West- 
minster was unfortunato in hia re- 
marks, orperhaps fortunate, for he would now 
havo to support the government, aa ho, Mr. 
Turner, had published juat such a statement 
as the member for Now Weatminster re- 
quired—it appears in the public acCOUUts 
report, it is the balance sheet of the 
province, the hon. gentleman oould see in it 
tho liability of the province for intoatate 
estate, and suitors funds and similar moneys 
sot forth oa liabilitiea ; a thoroughly 
clear and straight-forward atatemont, and 
when investora loaned their money, it waa 
to tho balance shoot of the province that 
thoy looked to ascertain ita position and not 
to tho list of revenue and expenditure sub- 
mitted to tho legialaturo. Tliia balance 
aheot ia published regularly and could not 
be appended to tho simple list of revenue 
produced to bo voted on iu this liouae. 

Dk. Watt in a brief address rebuked 
Hon. Mr. Beaven for tho bad example ho 
had sot tho house, in tho violent and 
abusive language he had mado uao of during 
the past few days. 

Mr. Guast mado a forcible apecch in de- 
monstration of tho fact that tho state of the 
provincial finances ia ono calling for con- 
gratulation rather than fault finding. Ho said 
that while the resolution moved by Hon. 
Mr. Booven might be correct ao fur as tho 
words go, he could not vote for it because 
the evident intention waa to givo a black 
eye to the credit of the province. 

Br. Milne spoke briefly in support of the 
resolution, 

Mr. KiTOiiEtr moved the adjournment of 
tho debate, which was agreed to. 

I'llOliUKSS or IIUSINICSS. 

Mu. Bkow.n inquired when tho govern- 
ment will bo prepared Lo get down to the 
buainesa of tho session, and in the course of 
a dissertation on tho alleged backwardness 
of tho government in bringing down the 
measures to bo conaidered, aaid that ao far 
thiaaossion there had not been moro accom- 
pliahod than would be done ut an ordinary 
night aefisioii of a town council. 

Mu. KniTll aaked when tho information 
ho had asked for about the bureau of labor 
atatiatica would be laid before the house. 

Hon. Col Baker informed him that the 
return had been presented to the house yes- 
terday (laughter) and ia now no doubt being 
printed. 

Mr. lilTOHBN inquired what had oomo of 
the examination of the census achedules, as 
he noticed there was nothing about them in 
the return presented to tho house. 

Hon. Mr. Davie replied that these ached- 
ules are at Mr. Kitchen's disposal if ho 
wiahoa to examine them, but it would take 
two or three months to print them, to do 
which ia therefore out of tho question. 

THE LIIIRARY. 

Hon. Mu. Davie presented a message 
from His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor 
transmitting a bill respecting the mainten- 
ance of a publio library ana a bureau of 
statistics. 

Ordered, that tbe meaaage and bill bo 
taken into consideration to-motrow. 

nEllISTIlIllCTION IIII.L. 

Hon. Mr. Davii; aaid. that before ad- 
journnieut he wished to s'.ato that, as he 
supposed the goutlemon oppoaite uro now 
propuredjto proceed with tho diaouaaiou of 
tho rodiatribution bill, the government in- 
tend to take it up when tho want of con- 
fidonco motion now before tho house ia dis- 
posed of. In connection with what had 
been said by ono hon. gentleman, he thongiit 
it safe to aay that ao far from tho buainesa 
being behind it is now further advanced 
than at this stage of tho seasion iu any pre- 
vious year. 

Mu. KiTciiKS' — Wo are not complaining 
about a delay in the buainoaa, but that there 
aro important bills yet coming down which 
will have to bo put through iu a hurry. 

Hon. Mu Davie said it would bo aeon 
that the hon. gentlemen opposite do not 
agree very well in their opiuiona aa to the 
progresa of buainesa. It was not five min- 
utca since one of them had been lecturing 
the government for having done nothing, 
going so far as to make the remarkable 
atateiiu^nt that the whole buainesa ao far 
transacted could have been disposed of at 
ono ni^ht sitting of a town council, and now 
another a^ys that they havo no complaint 
on that side about lack of busineas. 

Mu. lluowN hero rose to modify bia 
former complaint, saying that what he com- 
plained of waa that important bills had not 
been brought down until a week or two ago. 

Mu. SwoUD again brought up the matter 
of tho census achedulca, atking for particu- 
ara aa to tho population of whites, Indiana 
and Chiueso in the Dominion electoral dis- 
tricts. 

Mr KiTciiK.v a:vid unleus the information 
ia laid before tho liouio it will bo impoaeible 
lo dificuHs tho bill properly. 

Hon. Jill. U.wiF. remarked that thia waa 
rather a contradiction of the argument used 
luat year, that the information which theae 
gentlemen now ao urgently desire, and 
in tho ubaenco of which tho govern- 
ment laat year poalpouod tho bill, waa 
altogether useless ; and tho demand they 
are now making ia surely a justification of 
the course of tho government in deferrint; 
tbe preparation of tho bill until they oould 
obtain aocesa to it. 

The bouse adjourned at 6 p.m.

Seattle, Feb. 27. — The following speoial 
report of the fire appears in tho Seattle 
Post-Intelligencer: — 

The fire burned almost tho whole of 
Front street lying between Third and 
Fourth streets, only six buildings on tho 
soute side being saved. The Are originated 
in tho kitchen of tho Bon Ton restaurant, 
and is said to have been the result of gross 
carelessnoas or something worse. It was 
discovered about 2 o'clock in the morning, 
and in leM than an hour and a half had 
completed its devastating work. On the 
north sidu of the street every building is 
burned, while on tho south side, as a result 
of stubborn fighting and some dynamite, 
tho blttza was got under control at tho 
Lelabd hotel. Tlicnoo to Third street all 
osoipod. Messrs. J. 15. Wilson, Green Bros, 
and Dr. Liviiii'd drui; Btoro suffer by re- 
moval ( f 3-ocli, 1 u' the loss ia fully covered 
by ii aiiriinuo.

Stono has §1 000 on his building ; AIniour 
has 8omo iiioui unco ; tho Byers Hardv»-aro 
Company haa $10,000 on the stock and some- 
thing on tho building. Many tonunts have 
lost heavily, and only a fow were able to 
eave any of their belongings. On tho south 
aide Fletcher & Fletcher have lost the Grand 
Central hotel, with partial insurance ; Wil- 
son & Perdue lost their building, but saved 
moat of their stock ; Stalding's building, 
ocoupied by Henderson's store, was anin- 
Bured, as \(aH also the tenant, and both 
lost heavily ; Geigerioh waa able to save 
much of his Steele, but lost the building, 
though his loss is oorered by insuraucc. 
Mrs. Gucn, of the Baldwin hotel, got out a 
portion of tho furciliire, but had a narrow 
escipo herself. John Wurd, of C<i.'ur 
d'Alene, saved hia bar fittings and furnituro 
in a damaged atate. He bad $7uO ineuranco 
on atock, but the policies on tho buildinn 
wore cancelled two or three weeks ago. 
John M. Burke's bank building was burned, 
but it ia covered by insurance. The Wash- 
ington mine had an ollica in this building, 
and Mr. Irwin, tho secretary, reports that 
tho papers are probably seeuro in the bank 
safe. Retallocli, receiver of Burke's bank, 
loses his furniture and other office property, 
uninsured. 

There were several buildings pulled down 
and two or three blown up by dynamite, 
and among them Byers' hardware building, 
where tho explosion was very heavy, shat- 
tering moat of the glass in town and injur 
ing two or throe people, but not very 
severely. Tho buildings occupied by tho 
Galena Trading company were severely in- 
jured by tho explosion, but tho stock was 
not duniagod, Business has already been 
reeuMied, Most 01 tli9se burned out are 
already housfd, and thoro ia no rep.Tt ""^ 
distresa. The disaster has not ciu-jhcd the 
cner^ty of the people. Three attemp'o have 
been made to burn the towu within five 
wetka. It was totally without fire prolec- 
t'oc, (*nd the insurance compaoies had can- 
celled many policies of late.

interest. It was about lime that tlie fan- 
atioa of Ontario and tho other provinces 
were made to understand that the Catholics 
had rights under Coufederation which were 
intended as a pact. Fanatics were doing 
their best to break the pact but 
all men of moderation should strivo to see 
that they did not suoMied. The French- 
Canadians, however, did not want Mercicr 
as a leader as there were plenty of Conserv- 
atives who would see that justice was ren- 
dered- to the Catholics.
